WHY CANNED FOODS WEEK? 

ATIONAL Canned Foods Week, which is being 

observed throughout the country March Ist, 

to 8th, under the auspices of canners, food 

brokers, jobbers, retailers and allied organiza- 
tions, may seem somewhat like ‘‘painting the lily.’’ 
With most of us, every week is canned foods week. 
But we have come to take canned foods so much for 
granted is undoubtedly well for us to be reminded 
of just what the invention of canning really means 
to us. Though less spectacular, the science of canning 
was a discovery only equalled in importance by such 
inventions as the telephone, the wireless and the 
aeroplane. When we stop to realize that food, 
shelter and clothing are man’s most vital needs, and 
what a large proportion of our food is preserved 
for us and brought to us today in canned form, we 
better understand the full significance of this impor- 
tant discovery. 

Pickling or drying were the only methods of pre- 
serving foods that were known up until about a cen- 
tury ago. In 1795 the necessities of war prompted 
the French government to offer a reward of 12,000 
franes for a better method of food preservation. The 
prize was awarded to Nicholas Appert and his method 
stands today as the real basis of our present process 
of canning—namely, hermetie sealing and sterilization 
by heat. 

This discovery had added immeasurably to the 
wealth of the world, because it has meant that at 
times of harvest the surplus crops, which it is im- 
possible to get to market before they spoil, have 
not had to go to waste, but have been preserved for 
use at other periods ‘of the year when nature is pro- 
dueing less and when, but for the scienee of ean- 
ning, we would have to subsist on much less attrac- 
tive fare. in the broadest and 
most economic sense of the word.

The freeze this year, it was 
stated, caught the growers and 
shippers without a plan for hand- 
ling the situation, and as the re- 
sult considerable dissatisfaction 
resulted on the part of a number 
of shippers at the action taken by 
the State Department of Agricul- 
ture. In the meetings planned it 
is hoped to find just what the 
shippers want the department to 
do in the event of another freeze 
and what method they want used 
for the inspection of fruit. 

In this way and with an under- 
standing between the officials and 
the shippers of how the situation 
would be handled it is believed 
that such action as resulted from 
the freeze this year will not be 
necessary.
